The tomb of King Tutankhamen was opened officially to 
visitors Sunday afternoon when about 100 distinguished 

persons were admitted to see the splendors 

The Queen of the Belgians, tue crown prince and Field- 
Marshal Viscount Allenby and Lady Allenby were conduct- 
ed into the tomb by Howard Carter. They were accompanied 
by Professor Lacau and M. Cappart, director of the museum 
at Brussels. Entering through the breach into the inner 


chamber, which was brilliantly lighted by electric lamps, the 


visitors exclaimed with delight and astonishment at the; 


beauties of the shrine. 

Among the discoveries inside the tomb was a vest of gold 
thread adorned with precious stones and hung with amulets. 
What hitherto was presumed to be the sled which drew the 
muminy into the tomb, now is believed to have been the 
litter used for carrying a sacred boat in the funeral proces- 


sion, it has four handles 


The chariots are of a small size and not serviceable like 
those in the outer chamber. The chariots are covered with 
vold plate and inlaid with colored enamels and stones. The 


treasures of the inner chambers are bewildering in their
